MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 


I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Public 
Health  Services  for  the  County  for  the  Year  1946. 

The  Birth  Rate  increased  from  17.9  per  1,000  population  in  1945  to 
19.4  in  1946.  The  rate  increase  is  the  highest  for  over  20  years. 

The  rate  for  the  whole  Country  was  19.1. 


The  Death  Rate  of  13.2  shews  a decrease  on  the  figure  for  1945, 
which  was  13.3.  Slightly  less  than  half  the  deaths  were  due  to  heart 
diseases,  cancer  and  intra-cranial  vascular  lesions.  There  were  26 
deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  compared  with  37  for  1945. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  of  44.0  per  thousand  births  is  an  increase 
compared  with  last  year’s  figures. 

. From  193.)  to  1945  the  number  of  illegitimate  live  births  steadily 
increased  but  there  was  a decrease  in  1946.  In  1939  the  number  was 
66,  in  1945,  137,  and  1946,  112. 


i 7he  IV/0°rit,y  of  the  mothers  of  these  illegitimate  children  and  the 
children  themselves  require  no  more  assistance  than  is  normally  ren- 
dered  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Service  to  the  rest  of  the 
community.  But  the  few  who  need  special  help  are  cared  for  under 
special  arrangements  made  with  the  St.  David’s  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare

DEATHS. 


The  Deaths  at  all  ages,  from  all  causes  registered  during  the  year 
1946  numbered  1 101 — 533  males  and  568  females,  giving  a Death  Rate  of 
13.2  per  1,000  population.  This  is  a decrease  of  .1  in  the  Death  Rate 
compared  with  last  year’s  figures. 

The  death  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  for  England  and  Wales 
was  11.5. 


INFANT  MORTALITY 

There  were  71  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  giving  a 
Death  Rate  of  44.0,  compared  with  a Rate  oi  40.5  for  the  previous  year.

BOARDED-OUT  CHILDREN. 

Five  children  are  boarded-out  with  Foster-Parents  and  their  wel- 
fare is  supervised  by  the  District  Nurses  and  Relieving  Officers.  Reports 
show  that  they  are  well  cared  for  and  happy. 


ADOPTION  OF  CHILDREN  (Regulation)  ACT,  1939. 

Under  the  Adoption  of  Children  (Regulation)  Act,  1939,  and  the 
supplement  which  came  into  force  on  June  1st,  1943,  the  homes  of  23 
prospective  Adopters  were  visited. 

Cards  are  sent  to  the  Nurses  with  particulars  of  the  adoptions  and 
adopted  children  are  visited  at  regular  intervals  and  reports  of  their 
welfare  are  sent  to  this  Department.  Visits  are  also  paid  by  die  County 
superintendent  of  Nurses.  J

The  number  of  Maternity  and  Midwifery  cases  taken  during  the 
year  was  1 ,1 10.  There  was  one  case  of  Maternal  Mortality  amongst 
cases  attended  by  the  District  Nurses. 

The  difficulty  of  providing  a nurse  for  every  district  in  the  County 
continues  and  the  chief  factor  in  not  being  able  to  fill  vacancies  has  been 
the  lack  of  housing  accommodation. 

The  Pembrokeshire  Branch  of  the  College  of  Midwives  was  re- 
established in  May,  11)46,  and  many  interesting  lectures  have  been  held 
during  the  year.  These  were  very  well  attended  and  much  appreciated. 


CIVIL  NURSING  RESERVE. 

The  Local  Emergency  Committee  held  four  Quarterly  Meetings 
during  the  year. 

There  were  21  resignations  from  the  Members. 

Two  Members  were  up-graded  from  Auxiliaries  to  Assistant  Nurses. 
One  Member  was  down-graded  to  auxiliary.

EMERGENCY  SERVICE 

In  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  230/43  a keen  drive 
was  made  to  recruit  personnel  for  this  service.  Advertisements  were 
placed  in  the  local  Press  and  ex-Members  of  the  Civil  Nursmg  Reserve 
were  circularised  asking  if  they  wished  to  enrol.  Also  when  members 
resigned  they  are  invited  to  re-enrol  as  emergency  membeis.  As  a 
result  of  this  drive  three  whole-time  and  six  part-time  members  were 
enrolled. 


VACCINATION  RETURNS.

UNMARRIED  MOTHERS,  ILLEGITIMATE  INFANTS,  AND 
HOMELESS  CHILDREN.

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No  Institutional  provision  is  made  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegiti- 
mate infants,  and  motherless  children,  in  the  County,  other  than  that 
provided  at  the  various  Public  Assistance  Institutions,  but  the  question 
of  establishing  a special  hospital  is  under  consideration. 

Here  follows  a report  on  the  work  carried  out  by  Miss  Maliphant, 
the  Diocesan  Worker  : — 

Miss  Tenther,  who  had  done  such  valuable  work  in  Pembrokeshire 
for  two  years,  left  in  February,  1946,  to  take  up  similar  employment  in 
the  North  of  England.  Miss  Maliphant  has  again  taken  over  the  area 
until  a new  trained  Moral  Welfare  Worker  can  be  obtained. 

During  the  twelve  months  ended  31st  December,  1946,  104  unmarried 
mothers  were  given  advice  and  help  according  to  their  needs  as  com- 
pared with  100  in  1945. 

They  were  reported  by  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  72  ; Doctors,  5 ; 
Nurses,  4 ; Other  Workers,  3 ; Police,  1 ; Clergy  and  Ministers,  5 ; 
National  Council  for  Unmarried  Mothers,  4 ; Public  Assistance,  3 ; 
W.A.A.F.,  3;  A.T.S.,  3;  W.R.N.S.,  1.  Total,  104. 

Forty-five  girls  were  kept  in  their  own  hones  during  pregnancy  and 
for  confinement,  19  were  confined  in  Public  Assistance  Maternity 
Wards,  12  in  Hospitals,  arrangements  were  made  for  two  to  be  ad- 
mitted to  Voluntary  Maternity  Homes  in  Bristol  and  Cardiff,  and  13  to 
Plas  Newydd  pre  and  post-natal  Hostel,  one  discharged  Service  girl 
was  admitted  to  a Ministry  of  Health  Maternity  Home,  12  were  trans- 
ferred to  their  homes  in  other  parts  of  the  country  and  placed  under 
the  care  of  Moral  Welfare  Workers  in  the  various  areas  concerned. 
Two  girls  left  Plas  Newydd  soon  after  their  admission  and  returned  to 
their  homes. 

Twelve  of  the  'maternity  cases  were  married,  women  separated 
from  their  husbands  and  three  were  widows.  Putative  fathers  were 
interviewed  in  very  many  cases,  and  whilst  some  did  not  admit  pat- 
ernity seven  agreed  to  marry  the  mother — three  before  the  birth  of  the 
child  and  four  after.  Two  were  prepared  to  maintain  their  children 
under  private  agreement.  Seven  girls  are  co-habiting  with  the  putative 
fathers,  all  of  whom  are  married  men  awaiting  divorce.  In  a large 
majority  of  the  cases  it  was  impossible  to  take  court  proceedings  through 
lack  of  evidence — five  Affiliation  Orders  only  were  claimed,  two 
mothers  were  placed  in  employment  with  their  babies.  Most  of  the 
bab  es  were  absorbed  into  the  mother’s  own  family,  and  in  every 
case  efforts  were  made  to  keep  mother  and.  child  together.  Where  this 
was  impossible  other  arrangements  had  to  be  made  as  follows  Ten 
bab’es  were  placed  out  with  a view  to  legal  adoption,  two  were  admitted 
to  the  Nurseries  of  the  Church  of  England  Children’s  Society  and  five 
are  in  Public  Assistance  Institutions  pending  further  arrangements. 

In  addition  to  the  maternity  work  much  preventive  work  was  done, 
and  the  total  number1  of  cases  of  all  types  helped  and  advised  through- 
out the  County  was  284. 

781  letters  were  written  and  there  were  2338  visits  and  interviews. 


CARE  OF  PREMATURE  INFANTS. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  to  see  that  medical  and  nursing 
facilities  are  at  the  disposal  of  all  expectant  mothers  and  premature 
infants  and  statistical  records  are  being  kept  relating  to  the  births  and 
birth  weights  of  premature  infants  weighing  541  bs.  or  less  at  birth. 

The  total  number  of  premature  babies  born  during  the  year  was 
51.  Of  these  27  were  born  at  home  and  24  in  hospital.  Eleven  died 
during  the  first  24  hours  and  12  later. 


NURSING  HOMES  REGISTRATION  ACT,  1927. 

The  two  Registered  Homes  in  the  County  have  been  periodically 
inspected  and  found  to  fulfil  the  necessary  requirements. 


MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

I he  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  for  1946  was  2.0  deaths  per  1,000  births, 
compared  with  2.7  for  1945. 


ORTHOPAEDIC  WORK. 

(For  children  under  5 years  of  age) 

There  were  99_children  under  5 years  of  age  on  the  Register  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  37  of  these  were  new  cases. 

Thirty-one  were  examined  and  55  re-examined  by  the  Orthopaedic 
Specialist,  Mr.  N.  Rocyn  Jones,  F.R.C.S.,  at  the  County  Hospital. 

Five  were  admitted  to  the  Prince  of  Wales’  Hospital,  Cardiff,  and 
manipulations  on  eight  cases  were  carried  out.  I he  remainder  were 
either  put  in  plasters,  provided  with  special  appliances,  had  adjustments 
made  to  their  present  appliances  or  were  referred'  for  special  exercises. 

Remedial  exercises,  etc.,  are  carried  out  by  the  Orthopaedic  Nurse, 
either  at  the  centres  or  the  homes.  Twenty-four  first  visits  and  135  re- 
visits were  paid  to  the  homes  of  patients. 


VENEREAL  DISEASES. 


The  General  Practitioners  Scheme  introduced  in  1942  for  local 
treatment  of  patients  suffering  from  Venereal  Diseases  continues  to 
operate  satisfactorily.

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DIABETES. 

In  accordance  with  Circular  2734  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  a 
Scheme,  under  which  certain  persons  suffering  from  Diabetes  can 
obtain  Insulin  either  free  or  at  reduced  CQSt,  was  introduced  during  the 
latter  part  of  1943. 

This  Scheme  covers  Diabetics  who  are  not  covered  by  National 
Health  Insurance  or  Poor  Law  Acts,  and  ensures  that  every  person 
requiring  Insulin  may  have  it. 

Ten  Patients  are  receiving  Insulin  either  free  or  at  reduced  cost 
under  the  Scheme.

PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS. 

Fifty  persons  with  failing  eyesight  have  been  sent  to  the  Ophthalmic 
Surgeons  for  examination  and  report.  Twenty-eight  were  certified  as 
“Blind.”  Twenty-six  were  provided  with  spectacles;  live  were  recom- 
mended medical  treatment  and  eye  operations  were  advised  in  nine 
cases.  Five  persons  received  operative  treatment,  which  resulted  in 
three  blind  persons  being  de-certilied.

TUBERCULOSIS. 


The  arrangement  for  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  in  the 
County  is  carried  out  by  the  King  Edward  VII.  Welsh  National  Memo- 
rial Association. 

Twenty-sixth  deaths  were  attributed  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 
compared  with  37  for  1945.  In  addition  11  deaths  were  recorded  as 
being  due  to  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis. 


AFTER-CARE  OF  TUBERCULOUS  PATIENTS. 

The  Committee  for  the  After-Care  of  Tuberculous  Patients  meets 
regularly. 

Reports  on  Physical  and  Home  conditions  of  Patients  are  submitted 
ironi  myself  and  the  Tuberculosis  Physician  following  completion  of 
enquiry  forms  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  of  the  various  Local  Author- 
lfes  Eighteen  new  cases  were  reported  on  and  allowances  were  made 
to  13  patients  according  to  their  requirements.  Twenty  old  cases  were 
reviewed. 

In  addition,  free  milk  was  distributed  to  11  patients  when  recom- 
mended.
